3. In this case each of the different inventions, each characterized by a different 
particular collection of genes, neither recites nor requires any of the other particularly 
named collection of genes. For example, the cDNA chip of claim 3 requires the 29 
specifically recited cellular structure and motility genes, but does not specifically require 
any other particular genes. Furthermore, the collections of genes are distinct in that 
they are composed of different nucleic acid sequences. Because they are composed of 
unique sequences, each collection would require its own search, and a reference 
against one collection would not necessarily be a reference against any other collection. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and because 
the inventions characterized by claims 3-9 require different searches that are not 
coextensive, examination of these claims would pose a serious burden on the examiner 
and therefore restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
